The work 
of this Commission Jed to the important inter- 
dational treaty signed on May 20,.1875. This 
treaty provided for the eatablishment and 
maintenance, ut the joint charge-of the con- 
tracting partics, of s ecientifie and permanont 
International Buroun of Weighta and Measnras, 
to ba located-near Paris in a territory to ba kept 
strictly ventral The treaty further provided 
that the affairs uf the Bureau be conducted by an 
intornational-c mmittce of fourtecn. The work 
thou outlined has boon. admirably accomplished. 
‘The -buildings of the Bureau aro substantial, 
and well located ‘n a hill near the. ontrance 
to the Park of St. Cloud, on the bank of the 
Seine River, in the suburbs of Paris. Here the 
true standards, the metre aad the kilogram, 
which are jointly owned by Great Britain, 
Germany, France, the United States aud many 
othor nations, are carefully guarded and used in 
the good work of establishing o uniform system 
of weights and measures throughout -the 
inhabited earth.

Carlyle had 
somewhere remarked thot ‘danger is an 
allurement that acts on the heart of man,” and 
Tr; Morrison hod certainly lived up to that 
idea. He had put himself in tho+ way of 
experiencing if and many hardships besides, 
and he heard their call much more loudly than 
ho lid that of the rewards and the lexuries of 
civilisation, He reminded them always that 
“the world is hrond aud wide,” and that it-held 
a vast assortment of various kinds of man— 
races with ideats and religions essentially different 
from their own, but still members of the oné 
great family of humanity. ‘hug tho link was 
forged, and the passa;e of a Briton through 
some little villago in a remote Chinese province 
attached that link tothe man in his olub in 
London, The little village bad been brought 
into communion with the great world outside, 
The travellor had lefts tradition thera as wall 
as bringing one here. ‘That was half his tasle, 
and the othor half was to write . Somotimes ho 
travelled welf and wrote badly. But where, like 
Dr. Morrison, he travelled well and wrote well, 
he paved the way for the time wher all under 
Heaven’ would know and understand one 
another. In Chiva they reckoned thémeelves 
very highly privilesed to hbnve onlisted a 
chronicler like Dr. Morrison, who had always 
“written the Thing as hesaw it for the God 
of Things as they are.” (Cheera.) i 
Dr. Morpison said that the phrase “the awak-
